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Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  Scotland. 


To  afford  an  exact  list  of  the  Bi&hops  of  Scotland,  is  next  toitn 
impossibility.     Almost  all  the  authors  who  mention  them  differ  from 
each  other  so  much,  that  the  truth  is  extremely  difficult  to  be<got  at. 
This  is  the  less  to  be  wondered  at,  when  It  is  considered,  that  the 
country,  for  many  centuries  after  the  estabUshment  of  Christianity, 
was  desolated  with  intestine  broils  and  foreign  invasions  3  and  in  tne 
midst  of  a  rude  and  barbarous  people,  it  cannot  be  supposed  that  reli- 
gious houses  were  regarded  as  sacred  by  the  strongest  party^  when  re- 
venge or  plunder  suited  their  inclination  or  schemes.     The  records  of 
most  of  the  religious  fraternities  in  this  country  were,  at  different 
times,  either  destroyed  or  carried  oflF:  so  that  a  catalogue  of  its  Bi-^ 
shops  can  only  be  giu»sed  at  from  charters  they  have  granted,  or  l>cen 
tvitnesses  to  3  and  even  the  public  archives  give  but  a  feeUe  as^tance 
ibr  some  centuries  after  the  establishment  of  Bishops.— But  to  pro- 
ceed :  In  Scotland  there  are  two  Archbishopricks,  viz.  St  Andrew^ 
wxid  Glasgow  3  and  twelve  Bishopricks,    viz.    Aberdeen,   Argyle, 
Biechin,  Caithness,    Dumblane,  Dunkeld,  Edinburgh   (which  was 
'  erected  into  a  See,  so  late  as  1633,  ^7  ^^"S  Charles  I.)  Galloway, 
^he  Ides,  Moray,  Orkney,  and  Ross.    Although  Glasgow  was  ecec- 
tediata  an  ArcUepiscopal  See,  St  Andrew's  was  always  accounted 
we -Metropolitan  See  of  Scotland  ;  and,  before  it  arrived  at  the  diff'- 
■Wjr^f  an  Archbishoprick,  resisted  with  great  spirit  all  the  attempts 
'J^'Arclibiihopa  of  York  in  England  to  become  the  Metropolitans 
^^fcotlttid'     'I'he  Sees  of  Argyle,  Galloway,  and  the  Isles,  were 
"  to  Gli4 jgg^,^  all  the  others  to  St  Andrew's. 

The. 
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Thk  SEU'of  St  ANDREWS. 


The  legendary  tale  of  transporting  some  of  the  relics  of  the  Apostle 
St  Andrew  from  the  city  of  Patrse  in  Achaia,  is  recorded  by  all  the 
ancient  Scots  historians  \  so  that  it  is  necessary  to  mention  what  is  said 
of  the  matter,  as  it  was  not  only  the  means  of  founding  this  See^  but 
of  introducing  Christianity  into  Scotland  : — 

^  Regolus,  a  Greek  monk»  living  at  Patrae,  a  city  of  Achsia  (by 
wdom  Cbe  relics  of  St  Andrew  the  apostle  were  preserved  and  kept  J, 
about  the  year  370,  was  warned  by  a  vision  in  the  night  (three  nights 
before  the  Emperor  Constantius  came  to  the  city,  with  purpose-  to 
tonslate  these  relics  to  Constantinople),  to  20  to  the  shnne  in  which 
t&e  fclics  were  kept,  and  to  takeout  thereofthe  arm-bone,  three  fin- 

fefs  of  the  rifi;ht  hand,  a  tooth,  and  one  of  the  lids  of  the  ApostleN 
,  nees,  which  be  should  carefully  preserve,  and  carry  with  him  to  a 
ftf^m  towards  the  west^  situated  in  the  utmost  parts  of  the  world.— « 
kegaliitp  &t  first  troubled  with  the  strangeness  of  the  vision,  after  a 
littU  time,  resolved  to  obey.  So  putting  the  relics  in  a  little  box,  he 
weht  to  sea,  taking  carpenters  with  him,  Daroianqs,  a  Presbyter, 
(jelasius  and  Cubaculus,  two  Deacons,  eight  Hermits,  and  three  de- 
vout Vit;gins.  After  long  storms,  the  vessel  was  at  last  diiven  into  the 
Iiay  near  the  place  where  St  Andrew's  now  stands,  and  there  was  to« 
tiUy  Trrecked  upon  a  rock  \  but  Regulus  and  his  companions  were  all 
broDgbt  safe  ashore,  having  nothing  left  them  but  the  relics,  whi^h 
the/  were  studious  above  ail  things  to  preserve. 

^  HergustuSi  King  of  the  Picts,  (in  whose  dominions  the  (hire  of 
Wkj  'ana  all  the  low -country  of  Scotland,  then  was),  came  to  visit 
tbem  in  the  place  where  they  had  settled,  (now  St  Andrew's)  :  It  was 
then  a  forest  for  wild  boars,  and  called  Muckross.    The  Kingchan* 

E*dtlie  name  into  Kilrimont,  1.^.  the  King's  Mount,  and  gave  to 
egulus  and  his  company  all  the  land  of  that  forest,  and  erected  a 
church,  which  was  afterwards  dedicated  to  St  Rule  or  Regulus,  and 
continues  standing  to  this  day." 

Abemethy,  in  Perthshire,  was  the  metropolis  both  of  the  church 
and  kingdom  of  the  Picts.  The  collegiate  church  was  dedicated  to 
St  Brigida,  or  Biyde,  who  died  about  the  year  518.     Kenneth  III.

The  Queen 
had  reason  to  lament  her  not  following  the  advice  ol^  this 
Prelate,  after  the  fatal  battle  of  Langside,  viz.  not  to 
trust  her  person  in  England.  By  the  Regent  Earl  of 
Murray  he  was  declared  a  traitor,  and  obliged  to  seek 
shelter  among  his  friends.  He  was  unfortunately  in  the 
castle  of  Dunbarton  when  that  fortress  was  taken  by  sur- 
prize, from  whence  he  was  carried  to  Stirling,  where^  on 
April  I.  1570,  he  was  hanged  on  a  live  tree.  The  two 
following  sarcastic  lines  were  wrote  upon  this  occasion :

It  still  remains  a  parish-church,  situated  about  three  miles  from  the 
liver  Spey,  between  the  castles  of  Balvenny  and  Auchindown,  and 
»r  fifty  miles  distant  from  the  city  of  Aberdeen.  NectanUs,  the 
vth  Bishop  of  Mortlach,  removed  the  scat  of  the  See  to  Old  Aber* 
If  and  there  it  continued  till  the  Revolution.

The  foundation  of  the  See  of  Glasgow  is  a  matter  in  which  very 
few  historians  agree ;  that  it  is,  next  to  St  Andrew^s,  of  the  highest 
antiquity  of  any  See  in  Scotland,  is  beyond  doubt.  Bat  who  the 
founder  was,  is  nowhere  with  any  certainty  mentioned.  Kennet,  in 
his  Parochial  Antiquities,  says,  that  it  was  founded  by  St  Kentigem, 
aliMi  MungOy  in  the  year  560.  Some  doubt  whether  Kentigem  was 
Bishop  of  Glasgow,  and  say,  he  was  only  a  holy  and  relinous  man, 
who  had  a  cell  there,  and  whose  sanctity  was  held  in  such  high  vene- 
ration, that  when  the  Cathedral  church  of  this  See  was  dedicated,  it 
was  to  St  Mungo.  Some  authors  call  him  Confessor.  Dr  Heylyn, 
speaking  of  the  See  of  St  Asaph  in  Wales,  says,  that  See  was  founded 
by  St  Kentigem  in  583,  a  Scot,  and  then  Bishop  of  Glasgow.  In 
that  See  he  was  the  first  Bishop  ;  and  on  his  return  to  Scotland,  he 
was  succeeded  as  Bishop  by  St  Asaph,  to  whom  the  Cathedral  church 
there  is  dedicated.  From  this  it  may  be  inferred,  that  St  Kentigem, 
€luis  Mungo,  foimded  the  See  of  Glasgow,  and  was  the  first  Bishop 
thereof;  and  when  a  Cathedral  church  of  sufficient  grandeur  was 
finished,  it  might  be  dedicated  to  St  Mungo,  the  founder  of  the  See. 
St  David,  King  of  Scotland,  (who  may  be  supposed  versant  in  ec- 
clesiastical matters),  calls  St  Kentigem,  Bishop,  in  that  inqtiisition 
concerning  lands,  &c.  which  had  formerly  pertained  to  the  See  of 
Glasgow,  performed  by  St  David,  then  only  Earl  of  Cumberland. 
The  want  of  records  leaves  a  great  blank  in  the  Bishops  of  this  See, 
as  none  are  to  be  found  from  St  Kentigem  in  560,  to  John  in  11 15. 
Perhaps  the  ravages  of  the  Danes  might  have  destroyed  the  churchy 
and  murdered  or  drove  off  the  religious  settled  here,  and  that  King 
Alexander  I.  only  restored  the  See.  Supposing  this  to  be  the  case^ 
we  shall  reckon  the  Bishops  from  John  in  1 1 15. 

TUs  See  was  formerly  of  great  extent,  liU  the  See  of  Edinburgh 
was  partly  taken  out  of  it.  But,  in  its  diminished  state,  it  compre- 
hended Lanark,  Dumbarton,  Ayr,  and  Renfrew,  Dumfries,  Peebles, 
Selkirk^  Roxburghshire,  and  a  part  of  Berwickshire.

wise denominated  Icolumkill,  from  St  Columba  (the  companion  of  St 
Patrick)  founding  a  monnstcry  here  in  the  sixth  century,  which  was 
the  mother  of  above  lOQ  other  monasteries,  situated  in  different  psrtt 
of  Oreal  Britain  and  Ireland.  From  the  many  learned  men  who  came 
to  study  here,  sach  as  St  Aidan.  St  Finnan,  St  CalmaD,  St  Columba, 
St  Adamnanus,  the  Picts  and  English  Saxons  of  the  north  owe  their 
conversion  to  Christianity.  The  Scots  used  long  ago  to  commit  the 
education  of  the  presumptive  heir  of  the  Crown  to  the  care  of  the  Bi- 
shops of  this  See  ;  and  so  holy  was  the  island  of  Icolumkill  reckoned, 
that  most  of  the  Scottish  monarchs  were  buried  there.  The  cathedral 
church  was  dedicated  to  our  Saviour,  for  whom  the  Greek  word  is 
Soter  \  hence  Sotereasit,  and  now  corrupted  to  Sodorends  •.  The

During  the  g^cat  contest  between  the  houses  of  Bruce  and  Baliol  for 
the  throne  of  Scotland,  King  Edward  III.  of  £ngland  made  himself 
master  of  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  it  has  remained  an  appendage  of  the 
Crown  of  £ngland  ever  since.  The  Lords  of  the  Isle  of  Man  set  up 
Bishops  of  their  own,  and  the  Scottish  Monarchs  continued  their  Bi- 
diops  of  the  Isles,  of  which  the  records  are  but  imperfect.

^e  Order  of  Knichts-Baronets  was  designed  to  be  esUUisiied  here 
by  King  James  VI.  m  1621  ^  but  it  was  not  actually  founded  till  tbe 
year  1625  ^Y  ^'>^S  Charles  I.  who  granted  a  certain  portion  of  land  in 
Acadia,  or  New  Scotland,  to  each  of  them,  which  they  were  to  hold 
of  Sir  William  Alexander  (afterwards  Earl  of  Stirling),  for  their  en- 
couragement, who  should  hazard  their  lives  for  the  good  and  increase 
of  that  plantation,  with  precedency  to  them,  and  their  heirs-male  lor 
ever,  before  all  Knights  called  Eqyiies  j^urati^  and  all  lesser.  Barons 
called  Lairdsy  and  all  other  gentlemen,  except  Sir  William  Alexan- 
der, his  Majesty^s  Lieutenant  in  Nova  Scotia,  his  heir,  their  wives 
and  children  ^  and  that  the  title  of  Sir  should  be  prefixed  to  their 
Christian  name,  and  Baronet  added  .to  their  surname  \  and  that  theiv 
own  and  their  eldest  sons  wives  should  enjoy  the  title  oil^sdy^  Madam^ 
or  Dami.

THE  CHANCELLOR. ' 


He  was  the  chief  in  matters  of  justice  ^  and  in  the  laws  of  King 
Malcolm  H.  he  is  placed  before  all  other  officers  ^  and  from  theie 
it  appears,  that  he  had  the  principal  direction  of  the  Chancery,  or 
Chancellarjy  as  it  is  called,  which  is  his  proper  office.  He  had  the 
custody  of  the  King's  Seal  ^  and  he  was  the  King's  most  intimate 
counsellor,  as  appears  by  ah  old  law,  cited  by  Sir  James  Balfbar  : 
*'  The  Chancellar  sail,  at  al  tymes,  assist  the  King,  in  giving  him' 
counsall  mair  secretly  nor  the  rest  of  the  nobility,  to  quhais  ordman- 
ces  all  officiaris,  als  well  of  the  realmc  as  of  the  Kingis  house,  sould 
answer  and  obey.  The  Chancellar  sail  be  ludgit  neir  unto  the  Kingis 
Grace,  for  keiping  of  his  bodie,  and  the  seill  >  and  that  he  may  be 
readie,  baith  day  and  nicht,  at  the  Kingis  command.'*  By  having 
the  custody  of  the  Great  Seal,  he  had  an  opportunity  of  ejcamining 
the  King's  grants  andotlicr  deeds  which  were  to  pass  under  it^  and  to 
cancel  them,  if  they  appeared  against  law^  and  were  obtained  surrepti' 
liously,  or  by  false  suggestions. 

King  James  VI.  orJained  the  Chancellor  to  have  the  first  place  and 
rank  in  the  nation,  ratione  officii^  by  virtue  whereof  he  presided  in  the 
Parliament,  and  in  all  courts  of  judicature.  After  the  restoration  of 
King  Charles  II.  by  a  particular  declaratory  law,  Parliament«Jftt|  the 
Lord  Chancellor  was  declaied,  by  virtue  and  right  of  his  oflfice,  Tre* 
sident  in  all  the  meetings  cf  Parliament,  or  other  public  judicatures  of 
the  kingdom.  ^  Although  this  act  was  made  to  declare  the  Chancellor 
President  of  the  Exchequer,  as  well  as  other  courts  j  yet  in  1663  the 
King  declared  the  Treasurer  to  be  President  of  that  court. 

The 
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The  office  of  Lord  Chancellor  was  abolished  by  the  Union,  there 
faetog  no  farther  use  for  the  judicial  part  of  this  ofHce  \  and  to  an- 
swer all  the  other  parts  of  the  Chancellor's  office,  a  Lord  Keeper  of 
the  Great  Seal  was  elected,  with  a  salary  of  L.3000  a-jear.

This  Office  was  established  in  Scotland  upon  King  James  l.h  return 
to  Scotland  from  his  long  captivity  in  England.  He  then  made  a 
High  Treasurer,  as  well  as  a  Chamberlain,  who  was  now  confined 
loldj  to  the  government  of  the  boroughs.  The  King^s  revenue  be« 
bg  entirely  in  the  management  of  the  Treasurer,  his  business  was  to 
examine  and  pass  the  accounts  of  the  Sheriffs,  and  others  concerned 
inlcv'ying  the  revenues  of  the  kingdom  :  He  also  received  resignations 
of  lands,  and  other  subjects  in  use  to  be  resigned  into  the  King^s 
hands,  and  to  revise,  compound,  and  pass  signatures,  gifts,  tutory, 
&c.  all  which  is  now  committed  to  the  Court  of  Exchequer  in 
Scotland. 

In  16 1 7,  the  Treasurer  is  ranked  by  King  James  VI.  as  the  first 
Officer  of  State,  and  in  1623,  ^^'hen  he  determined  the  precedency  of 
his  Counsellors,  he  is  ranked  next  to  the  Chancellor  ^  in  1663,  he 
was  declared  President  of  the  Exchequer.  The  Ofhce  of  Comptroller, 
which  was  sometimes  joined  with  that  of  Treasurer,  and  designed 
computGrum  rotulator^  and  that  of  collector  of  the  new  augmentations, 
which  were  both  distinct  offices  from  that  of  the  Treasurer,  were  all 
conjoined  into  one  by  King  James  VI.  and  exercised  by  the  Treasur- 
er, till  1685,  when  the  Treasury  was  put  in  commission.

In  was,  however,  in  sane  C1N«, 
a  sufficient  sanction  ofitselfto  several  write  n  hick  were  not  to  paM 
the  Gre^t  Senl ;  and  it  came  at  length  to  be  an  established  nlc, 
which  is  held  to  this  day,  that  the  rights  of  such  thingi  as  might  he 
con-'cyed  among  private  persons  by  assignations,  as  rents,  catualtiei, 
or  other  personal  estate,  ivere  to  pass  by  grants  from  the  Kit^  tmder 
his  Privy  Seal  alone  ;  but  those  of  lands  and  heritages,  which  amoDgIt 
subjects  are  transmitted  by  dispositions,  were  to  pass  by  grants  from 
the  King  under  the  Great  Seal.  Accordingly,  the  writs  in  use  to 
pass  under  the  Privy  Seal  alone,  were  gifts  oioHices,  pension*,  prewB< 
tations  to  benefices,  gifts  of  escheat,  ward,  marriage  and  relief,  bastac- 
dy,  a/ti'mot  ba-rei,  and  such  like ;  but  as  most  of  the  writs  ivUcli 
were  to  pass  under  the  Great  Seal  were  first  to  pass  the  Privy  Swl, 
that  affOTded  greater  opportunity  to  examine  the  King's  writi,  andt* 
prevent  his  Majesty  or  his  subjeeis  from'  being  hurt  by  obieption  or 
fraud.

Protbomoiaryf  which  agreed  with  the  Pn'mtcerw  Notarium  amongst 
the  Roaaat  j  ihcK  were  of  the  Princess  council;  «nd  tbcr^in  as  his  Se«- 

cretariesi

cretaries.  He  was  constantly  to  attend  the  King^s  person,  receive  all 
petit!  jiis  and  memortals  that  were  presented  to  him,  and  write  the 
KiajT^s  answers  upon  them.  All  letters-patent  passed  through-  his 
haikd,  and  were  drawn  up  by  him  ^  and  all  the  Kiag^s  letters,  dis- 
patches, warrants,  orders,  &c.  were  wrote  out  by  him,  and  generally 
subscribed  by  liim.  He  was  answerable  for  them,  if  they  contained 
any  thing  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  land,  or  derogatory  to  the  King^s 
honour  and  dignity. 

This  office  was  kept  up  after  the  Union  \  but  since  the  year  I74(» 
there  has  been  no  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland*

Tlie  Clerk  Register  was  of  old  the  principal  clerk  in  the  kingddm, 
tnm  whom  all  other  clerks,  who  were  his  deputies ,  derived  their  im- 
acdiste  authority,  and  he  himself  acted  as  Clerk  to  the  Parliament 
aad  Coancil.  He  was  called  C/ericus  Rotulorum,  because,  of  old,  the 
proceedings  of  Parliament,  and  minutes  and  judgements  of  other 
coartSy  were  wrote  upon  rolls  of  parchment  j  hence  they  were  called 
Rotuli Parliamenti ;  but  afterwards  they  were  ordered  to  be  wrote  in 
books*  and  the  respective  clerks  ordained  to  transmit  these  books  to 
the  Clerk  Register,  to  be  preserved  by  him  in  the  public  archives  or 
register ;  whence  came  the  name  of  Custos  Rotnlorunu  by  which  he 
if  often  called  in  history.  By  the  treaty  of  Unioo,  the  preservation 
of  the  registers,  in  the  same  manner,  i<}  particularly  provided  for  ;  and 
the  return  of  the  election  of  the  sixteen  Scots  Peers  to  the  British  Par- 
fiament,  \%  ordered  to  be  made  by  the  Clerk.  Register,  or  by  two  of 
the  clerks  of  session  deputed  by  him  for  that  purpose.

The  Lord  Chief  Jiurtice,  or,  at  it!*  called  in  Scrttut^'' W iJM 
Justice-General,  was  pUced  next  the  Chancen'oi  iii  rahlC'  '  klc%u 
anciently,  before  the  Court  of  Session  vtai  erecled,  the  Giand  Jiltu> 
ciar  of  Scotland,  and  hU  court  was  originally  the  only  soveraisn  court 
of  the  kingdom,  and  had  a  great  part  of  that  jurisdiction  which  boW 
belongs  to  the  Court  of  Session  ;  and  even  after  the  erection  of  that 
Court,  several  civil  causes  came  before  it ;  but  at  length  its  jurisdic- 
tioa  was  confined  to  criminal  matters  alone,  and  the  Justice- General 
was  empowered  to  name  his  own  deputies. 

In  the  year  i6j  t,  the  Court  of  Justiciary  was  constituted,  ta  it  na# 
stands,  by  a  commission  under  the  Great  Seal,  afterwards  ratified  bjr 
the  regulations  made  in  167I,  whereby  it  is  made  to  connst  of  tw 
Justice- General^  who  is  to  be  perpetual  President,  the  Justice- Cleik. 
and  five  of  the  ordinary  Lords  of  Session,  and  they  were  declared  to 
be  supreme  ordinary  Judges  of  criminals.  The  kingdom  was  divided 
into  three  circuits,  to  which  the  Judges  went  once  a-year ;  but  after 
ths  sappresMoo  of  the  heritable  jurisdictions,  the  asnzes  were  held 
twice  a-year.  Anciently  the  kingdom  w3s  divided  into  two  Jus6cta- 
ries,  vii.  north  and  south  the  Frith  of  Forth,  The  office  was  andcM- 
ly  hereditary  in  several  families  ;  but  last  of  all  by  the  family  of  Ar- 
gyle,  who  surtendjred  it  back  to  the  Crown  for  a  valuable  constdcn- 
tion,  in  1628,  which  was  ratiiled  by  Parliament  in  1633.  From  that 
to  the  preKnt,  it  ha-,  been  disposed  of  either  for  life,  or  during  pka^ 
sure,  by  a  commission  under  the  Great  Seal.  The  salary  is  n0W 
L.IC03  a-year.  In  King  Malcolm's  days  the  salary  was  L. j  for  eveij 
day  of  the  jusilcc-ayre.

The  Lord  Advocate  h  the  same  In  ScotJand  M  the  Altotuey-Cc* 
ncral  uin  England  ;  and  his  buitness  is  to  pursue  and  defend  in  ail 
cauM9  wherein  ihc  King  hax  an  intcrc&t.  His  olHce  is  very  koaoui- 
able,  and  he  is:,  in  virtue  of  it,  styled  My  Lord.  His  power  and  loi- 
vileges  arc  vciy  great.  He  is  alloived  to  sit  within  the  bar  of  the 
Court  of  Session  covered,  where  only  the  Peers  of  the  realm  are  alloiT'- 
ed  to  sit.  He  can  issue  warrants  for  searching,  apprehending,-aod 
unpriAitiing,  in  iiny  part  of  Scotland  ;  and  his  warrants  are  as  valid 
BS  any  Judge^s.  And  as  it  was  decided  in  the  Parliament  of  Psatii) 
1685,  that  tbe  King's  Advocate  might  at  the  same  time  be  a 
Judge;  so  in  like  manner  was  it  allowed  in  Scotland  ;  as  both  Sir 
William  Oliplianl  and  Sir  John  Ncsbil  ivere  Lord  Advocate,  ud 
Lords  of  Session  at  the  same  time.

The  Great  CliamberUin  of  Scotland  wa;  ranked  by  KioKi> 
u  the  third  Great  OfKccr  of  the  CroWo,  and  was  called  L'amrriirm 
Demni  Regit.  Before  there  was  a  Treaturer  appointed,  it  v 
dutj  to  collect  the  cevenue  of  the  Crown,  and  he  disbur>ed  (l)c 
nt;r  accessary  for  the  King''5  expences,  and  the  maiiitcnanoe  of  the 
King's  household.  From  the  time  that  a  Treajurcr  was  appointed, 
hit  province  was  licoitcd  to  the  Boroughs  throughout' the  kingdom, 
Tihece  he  was  a  suit  of  Just  ice- General,  as  he  had  a  power  6ot  judging 
tfi]]  crimes  committed  within  the  borough,  and  of  the  crime  of  fore- 
flilling.  He  was  to  hold  Chamber  lain -ay  res  every  year.  He  wis 
TOpreme  Judge,  nor  could  any  of  his  decrees  be  questioned  by  any  in- 
ferior judicatory.  His  leniences  were  put  in  execution  by  the  Miigi- 
strates  of  the  boroughs.  He  also  regulated  the  prices  of  provisions 
■iiihin  the  borough,  and  the  fees  of  the  workmen  in  the  Mint-house. 
Hii  salary  was  only  L.300  a-year.  The  smallncss  of  his  salary,  and 
*>  great  powers,  had  no  doubt  been  the  causes  of  much  oppression  in 
ttiiolfice,  and  the  Chambetlain-ayre  was  called  rather  a  legal  robbe- 
<Tth)n  a  court  of  Justice  ;  and  when  the  combined  Lords  seized  King 
June!  VI.  Aug.  24.  1582,  and  carried  him  to  Ruthvcn  Castle,  they

Of  the  lord  HIGH  STEWARD  of  SCOTLAND. 


The  next  great  OHicer  of  the  Crown  was  the  Lord  High  Steward. 
He  was  Judge  of  the  King^s  household,  and  the  whole  ramily  of  the 
Royal  Palace  was  under  his  care.  This  office  was  esteemed  of  great 
dignity,  and  was  held  heritably  for  many  years  by  one  family,  who  at 
last,  when  sirnames  came  in  use,  assumed  for  theirs  the  name  o£ 
their  office.  Steward  or  Stewart.  This  was  done  by  Walter^  the-ton 
of  Alan,  who  was  at  the  same  time  Justiciar  to  Ring  Alexander  IL 
^n  1230.  This  family  were  frequently  nearly  allied  to  the  Crowh,  and 
at  last  succeeded  to  it  in  the  person  of  Robert,  eldest  son  to  Walter 
Stewart,  in  the  year  137  r;  This  Robert  was  the  ntntll  btritable 
Lord  High  Steward  of  Scotland,  and  his  son  John,  afterwttds  King 
Robert  III.  was  created  by  his  father  Prince  and  Steward  of  Scotland, 
dnce  which  time  the  eldest  son  of  the  King  is  naiuf  StftescdUlti  Sco{i€P.

The  See  of  Armagh  is  valued  in  the  King^f  books,  by  an  extent 
taken  anno  30th  Henry  VHI,  at  L.183 :  17  :  si  Irish  money  per  an- 
num, which  amounts  to  L.13  :  718  :  o|,  (the  difference  between  Irish 
and  Sterling  money  being  at  that  time  one-fourth).  But  by  an  ex- 
tent returned  anno  15th  James  I.  it  is  valued  at  L.400  Sterling  per 
inaumy  nnd  pays  so  much  first  fruits  to  this  day.  It  is  reputed  to  be 
ivorth  annually  L.8000. 

The  Chapter  of  Armagh  is  composed  of  five  Dignitaries^  and  four 
Prebendaries,  who  have  voices  in  every  capitular  act.  The  Dignita- 
fiea  are  thus  ranked,  viz.  a  Dean,  Chanter,  Chancellor,  Treasurer, 
«U|1  Archdeacon.  There  are  also  eight  Vicars  choral,  and  an  Organist, 
attendant  on  the  service  of  the  Cathedral.  The  Vicars  choral  were 
anciently  fewer  ^  and  of  the  number  only  one  Priest.  Primate 
Marsh  added  another  Priest,  but  without  increasing  the  number  of 
Vicars*  In  the  year  1720,  Primate  Lindsay  obtained  a  new  charter 
kt  enlarging  the  number  of  the  said  Vicars  to  eight,  and  laid  out  up- 
wards oT L.4000  on  a  purchase,  in  augmentation  of  the  estate  of  the 
Chmr.

altered  the  Corporation^  and  to  the  Dean  and  Archdeacon  aciled^C

This  See  was  founded  by  St  Macartin,  who  was  one  of  the  earUest

It  is  no  easy  task  to  ascertain  the  exact  time  when  this  See  was « 
foiliKied.  St  Columb-Cile,  a  man  of  great  nrtue  and  learning,  and 
bom  of  royal  blood,  founded  a  monastery  in  this  place.  This  house 
nas  afterwards  enlarged  and  repaired  by  other  holy  men  \  but  it  is  the 
xeoBTed  opinion,  that  it  was  St  Eunan  who  erected  this  church  into 
a  Cathedral,  and'  who  was  the  first  Bishop  of  this  See.  History  is 
cxfremely  defective  in  the  account  of  his  successors,  until  the  arrival 
of  the  English.  In  this  church  was  a  cross  of  more  than  ordinary  re- 
putation $  bat  John  Prene,  Archbishop  of  Armagh,  removed  it  from 
tUp  to  Armagh,  about  the  year  1441*  The  church  is  dedicated  to 
StEiman.

This  See  is  valued  in  the  King*s  books  at  L.250  sterling,  by  an  ex- 
tent returned  anno  15th  Jac.  I.  The  See  is  reputed  to  be  worth 
L.yooo  a-year.  The  Chapter  of  this  diocese  is  composed  of  a  Dean, 
Archdeacon,  and  three  Prebendaries.  There  is  but  one  parish  in 
the  diocese  that  wants  a  glebe  ',  rior  is  there  one  sinecure  in  it,  every 
Rectory  being  entire,  with  the  cure  annexed.  This  proceeded  from 
the  care  and  piety  of  the  Bishops  succeeding  the  Reformationy  who 
Were  extraordinary  men.  Before  the  Reformation,  the  Bishop  had 
one-third  of  the  tithes  j  a  lay  person,  who  was  the  Bishop ^s  farmer, 
called  a  lirenacbj  had  another,  and  the  other  third  was  allowed  for 
the  cure.  But  Bishop  Montj^omery,  who  was  the  first  Bishop  after 
the  Reformation,  abolished  all  these,  and  ^avc  the  whole  litbcs  to  the 
cure,  King  James  I.  supporting  a'lvi  forw:4rdino  him  in  it.

This  See  bas  been  united  to  that  of  Dublin  ever  since  the  year 
1114.  The  catalogue  of  its  Bishops  is  extremelj  incorrect ;  it  has 
been  lo  long  united  to  the  Archiepiscopal  See  of  Dublin,  that  the 
naoies  of  its  Bishops  are  seldom  to  be  met  with  in  history.  St  Kei- 
Ten  seems  to  be  the  founder  of  this  See.  Here  was  both  a  Cathedral 
and  Abbey ;  the  first  was  dedicated  to  the  apostles  St  Peter  and  St 
Ful,  snd  both  situated  in  a  small  valley  surrounded  by  lofty  moun- 
tdtts.  The  place  is  now  commonly  known  by  the  name  of  the  Seven 
ChoTches,  from  the  remans  of  so  many  buildings  that  are  contiguous 
tothe  Cathedral.  Here  is  likewise  a  round  tower,  sisular  to  that  at

The  Cathedral  Church  of  Kildarc  ii,  for  the  most  part,  in  ruins; 
yet  the  ivalls  are  ^till  standing,  together  with  the  south  side  of  the 
Eteepic,  and  the  walls  of  the  nave,  which  is  adorned  to  the  south  ivr(h 
iix  Gothic  arches,  and  as  many  buttresses.  The  north  side  of  the 
steeple  is  level  with  the  ground,  and  is  said  to  have  been  beaten 
~  down  by  a  battery  of  cannon  planted  against  it  during  the  rebellion 
in  1641.  The  choir  has  been  repaired,  and  here  divine  service  is 
performed.  At  30  yards  di«tauce  from  the  west  end  of  the  churcb, 
is  a  round  tower  about  150  feet  high  :  these  are  peculiar  to  Ireland, 
Bnd  are  thought  to  have  been  penitentiary  towers.  Not  far  from  this 
XDund  tower,  is  to  he  seen  an  uM  small  building,  now  in  ruins,  called 
the  Hre-house  ;  and  here  it  is  supposed  that  the  nuns  of  Si  Btigid 
kept  the  inextinguishable  fire. 

The  Bishop  of  Kildare  takes  place  immediately  after  the  Bishop  of 
Meath,  and  before  all  th;  other  Bishops  of  Irclaud,  although  of  senior 
consecration.  The  Cathedral  is  dedicated  to  St  Brigid.  The  Chap- 
ter of  this  See  is  of  a  singular  constitution,  and  consists  of  a  Oeni,  '

The  Chapter  of  Leighlin  is  composed  of  a  Dean,  Chanter,  Chan- 
eeiUor,  Treasurer,  Archdeacon^  and  four  Prebendaries.  The  dio- 
Cfi^  js  divided  into  five  rural  Deaneries. 

Leighlin,  commonly  called  Old  Leighlin,  is  situated  about  a  mile 
and  a  half  to  the  westward  of  the  river  Barrow.  Here  St  Laserian 
oonsrituted  an  Episcopal  See  about  the  year  628.  Burchard  the  Nor- 
ir^ian,  the  son  of  Garmond,  is  enumerated  among  the  principal  be- 
neractors  to  this  church.  It  was  he  who  either  founded  or  endowed 
the  priory  of  St  Stephen  of  Leighlin  ;  the  lands  of  which  were  after* 
wards  annexed  to  the  Deanery.  Burchard  was  buried  in  this  cathe- 
dral. Some  of  its  Bishops  have  been  considerable  benefactors  to  this 
cbnrch.

Cormacy  King  and  Bishop  of  Cashell*  is  commonly  reputed  to  be 
ttherthe  founder,  or  at  lea^t  the  restorer  of  the  cathedral  of  Cashell^ 
and  It  is  past  a  doubt,  that  we  have  very  few  tracer  left  of  the  fii- 
diops  of  Cashell  before  his  time.  About  the  time  of  the  arrival  of 
the  English  in  this  island,  Donald  O^firien*  King  pf  Limerick,  built 

•  new  church  here  from  the  foundation*  which  he  endowed  with 
lands,  and  converted  Cormac^s  old  church  into  a  chapel  or  chapter- 
hoase*  on  the  south-side  of  the  choir.  The  church  is  built  on  the 
commit  of  a  large  steep  rock,  without  the  city  of  Cashcll,  by  which  it 
is  much  eaposed  to  storms.

The  See  ai  Emly,  cthcnvise  called  Iraelaco-Ibair,  is  very  ancient, 
and  supposed  to  be  founded  by  St  Patrick,  and  was  formerly  endowed 
with  large  possessions.  £m1y  is  mentioned  by  some  of  ibe  sncieat 
historians  as  a  large  douiishing  city,  but  it  is  now  an  inconadenble 
village. 

The  Cathedra!  here  is  dedicated  to  St  Ailbe,  who  was  the 
Grtt  Bishop  of  this  See.  In  the  church-yard  here  is  erected 
a  large  cross  of  rough  unhewn  stone,  about  eight  feet  high  froiti  the 
ground  ;  and  neat'  to  it  is  a  well,  called  St  Ailbe's  well,  hiil)\  of 
«4iich  are  held  in  gre»  veneration  by  the  superstitious  Irish,  svlo 
flock  hither  in  great  multitudes  to  celebrate  the  festival  of  the  Pslron 
OD  the  i3lhof  September  yearly.  In  the  time  of  Archbishop  PaUlscr, 
two  neighbouring  Magistrates  obtained  a  licence  from  him  to  demt^ 
Ulh  the  croii's  and  fill  up  the  ivelt,  as  being  encouragements  to  iddlatij^ 
and  the  causes  of  some  disorders  in  the  country  ;  yet  they  nevei  put 
their  design  into  execution,  and  the  cross  and  well  continue  there  to 
this  dav.

The  See  of  Inis  Cathay  or  Inis  Scattery,  is  said  to  be  founded  by  St 
Patrick  about  the  middle  of  the  fifth  century,  and  to  be  governed  by 
biqifor  some  time.  This  church  was  situated  in  the  island  of  Scattc- 
ry,  which  lies  in  the  mouth  of  the  river  Shannon,  between  the  coun- 
ties of  Clare  and  Kerry,  but  is  a  part  of  the  former.  Here  are  many 
nuns  of  the  church  and  moiiubtcry^  and  a  round  tower,  such  as  at 
Kildare. 

The  Prelates  of  Inis  Cathay  arc  sometimes  called  Bishops,  and 
MIKtiines  Abbots.  The  fullowii  g  is  a  catalogue  of  all  them  nhich 
•cnitin  hiiiorv.

These  two  Sees  have  long  been  united.  The  former  was  calkd  the 
Bishoprick  of  Kerry  \  ind,  as  mentioned  when  treating  of  the  See  of 
Limerick,  is  valued  in  the  King^s  books  at  L.12 :  13  :  4  sterling. 

The  chapter  of  the  diocese  of  Ardfert  is  composed  of  a  De^n, 
Archdeacon,  Chanter,  Chancellor,  Treasurer,  and  Archdeacon  of 
Aghadoe. 

The  cathedral  of  Ardfert  is  dedicated  to  St  Brandan,  bat  was  en- 
tirely destroyed,  .except  the  walls,  in  the  rebellion  1641  :  Smctthat 
time,  a  small  part  of  it  is  fitted  up  for  divine  serrice  for  the  paridii6> 
ners,  and  is  kept  in  decent  repair.  The  cathedral  of  Aghadoe  U  d- 
tuated  within  two  miles  of  the  town  of  Killarney,  and  has  be^  H 
niins  beyond  the  memory  of  man.  It  was  dedicated  to  St  Friuan.^ 
Nothing  now  remains  of  it  but  a  few  of  the  walls,  the  stamp  oT  ow 
of  the  round  tower<;,  and  the  remains  of  a  small  old  castle.  All  that 
remains  of  its  chapter  is  the  Archdeaconry,  which  is  annexed  to,  the 
chapter  of  Ardfert.

St  Muredach,  the  son  of  EochaiJ,  w»  the  first  Bishop  of  this  See. 
He  was  consecrated  by  St  Patrick  j  from  whence  it  is  manifest  that  he 
Nourished  in  the  fifth  century  His  festival  i*»  observed  the  12th  of 
August  y  but  the  time  uf  his  death  is  uncertain.  The  author  of  the 
tripartite  life  of  St  Patrick,  in  giving  an  account  of  that  saint's  pro- 
gtcss  through  Connaugl.t,  bays,  **  That  he  came  to  a  pleasan:  nlacc, 
wfccre  the  river  IVluadas  (Moy)  empties  itself  into  the  ocean  5  i^nd  on 
the  south  banks  of  said  river  he  built  a  noble  church,  called  Kili- 
Ahdhy  of  which  he  made  one  of  his  disciples,  Muredach,  the  first 
Bishop.*^ — If  this  be  so,  the  time  of  the  four.f'ntlon  of  this  church  is 
pretty  nearly  to  be  guc:jscd  at ;  for  St  Patrick  made  his  journey  into 
Cbnnanght  in  434,  and  continued  there  seven  yenrs,  until  441,  be- 
tween which  two  periods  we  may  satcly  place  the  foundation  cf  this 
church.

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An  I£storical  Account  of  the  Knights  of  the  Most 
Noble  Order  of  the  Garter,  instituted  by  King 
Edward  lU. 


.Tkns  Most  Noble  and  lUastrious  Order,  (if  we  consider  either  its 
antiqintj,  or  the  nobleness  of  the  personages  that  have  been  inroUed 
theron),  excels  and  outvies  all  other  institutions  of  honour  in  the 
tfliole  worldy  and  owes  its  original  to  the  great  hero  of  th^t  age,  £d« 
ward  III.  who  conquered  France  and  Scotland,  and  brought  their 
Kings  pctsoners  to  £ngland« 

'  It  began  in  1350,  the  24th  year  of  his  reign,  viz.  119  years  before 
the  fiNindation  of  the  Order  of  St  Michael,  by  Lewis  XI.  King  of 
Fraoce,  in  1469  ;  eighty  years  before  the  institution  of  the  Order  of 
the  Golden  Fleece,  by  Philip  II.  the  second  Duke  of  Burgundy,  .in 
1430  }  and  190  years  before  King  James  VI.  of  Scotland  restored  the 
Oroerof  St  Andrew,  or  the  Thistle  -y  and  209  years  before  the  Ord^ 
of  the  Elephant  was  instituted  in  Denmark. 

King  Edward,  upon  a  view  of  recovering  of  France,  (whidi  det- 
eroded  to  him  by  right  of  his  mother),  made  it  his  business  to  draw 
the  beat  soldiers  of  Europe  into  his  interest,  and  thereupon  profecting 
and  setting  up  King  Arthur^s  Round  Table,  he  proclaimed  a  solemn 
tBlhig,  to  invite  foreigners  of  quality  and  courage  to  the  exercise. 

The  place  for  the  solemnity  being  £zed  at  Windsor,  ht,  upon 
Jiew*year's  day,  in  the  year  13441  published  l)is  royal  letters  of  pro- 
fection,  for  the  .safe  coming  and  r^urn  of  such  foreign  Knights  at  had 
a  nund  to  ventore  their  reputation  at  those  jousts  and  tournaments, 
which  were  to  be  held  on  the  J9th  of  January  ensuing.

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Moreover,  he  provided  a  great  supper,  to  begin  the  solemnity }  *nd 
then  ordaining  tkis  feast  to  be  annually  held  at  Whitsuntide,  he^  V 
chat  pur^io^e,  erected  a  particular  building  in  the  Castle,  wherein  he 
pIjLced  \i  round  table  of  200  feet  diameter,  in  imitation  of  Kin^  Ar- 
thur's at  Winchester,  and  thereat  entertained  the  Knights,  at  his  owo 
cxpence,  at  L.xco  per  ivcek. 

*  This  mighty  and  invincible  Piince  Edward,  being.endowcd  v(ith 
great  piety,  recommended  himself  and  his  companions  to  the  protec- 
tion of  St  George  of  Cappadocia,  whose  parents  b^ing  Christians, 
afforded  him  the  advantage  of  being  educated  in  that  religion ;  and 
he  taking  to  the  profession  of  arms,  was  made  a  Tribune,  or  Colonel, 
(in  Palestine,  hi>  mother's  country),  and  behaving  with  great  courage, 
he  was  raised  to  higher  stations  by  the  Emperor  Dioclesian ;  but  St 
George  complaining  to  the  Empcior  of  the  severities  he  used  towanls 
the  Cliristians,  and  arguing  in  their  defence,  he  was  thereupon  thrown 
into  prison,  and  CTkiclly  treated  j  and  the  Emperor  perceiving  his 
constancy  to  the  Christian  religion  was  not  to  be  shaken  oiT,  he  was, 
on  the  2qd  of  April,  in  the  year  290,  drawn  through  the  city,  and 
bcho:uicd.  Thi;*;  Ik-  riTcivcd  a  ciown  of  martyrdom.  And  that  his 
ncinory  n^I-ht  be  still  continucJ.  King  Edward  ^ave  his  companions 
for  part  of  their  daily  habit,  llie  Ima<^c  of  tlic  said  saint,  (sitting  or.

Knfoiits  of  thj:    Goli^in  (''ARtfr  ;  and  the  habit  and  ensigns  of  the 
Order,  tot^etiier  with  the  forms  of  investiture,  are  as  follows,  viz. 

Gnrtcr,  Surcont,  Mantle,  Gcorj^c,  Cap,  and  Feather,  the  four  first 
thereof  were  assij^ned  by  the  Founder,  and  tbe  rest  by  King  Henry 
^  III.  Ard  all  thr<;e  totyetbcr  aic  called  the  whole  habit  or  ensigns 
of  the  Order,  of  which  wc  shall  give  of  each  a  succinct  account. 

The  prircipal  is  t  ■••e  GsTtcr,  and  \^  the  first  part  of  the  habit  that  i> 
prrscnted  to  Sovciilirn  Prir.rts,  ar-d  .ib^int  Kn'^hts,  who,  and  a'd 
oili  I  Knii;l  tsclcet,  are  nrst  adorr.' ci  therewirh,  and.  as  soon  as  ih*  v 
arc  '  with  it,  become  Knlj^hts  Companions  of  the  Most  XoMv 

0:d'.  1". 
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Order.  Tl^is  part  of  the  habit  is  worn  on  the  left  leg,  between  the 
knee  and  the  calf,  and  by  the  original  statutes  of  the  Order,  was 
meant  to  pat  the  Companions  in  mind»  that  as  bf  their  Order  they 
were  joined  in  a  firm  league  of  amity  and  concord  ^  so,  by  their  Gar- 
ter, as  by  a  fast  tie  of  affection^  they  were  obliged  to  love  one  another. 
On  the  Garter  is  this  motto,  Honi  soit  q(?i  mal  y  p£nse,  embroidered 
with  gold  letters,  on  blue  velvet. 

When  the  Sovereign  designs  to  elect  a  Companion  into  .this  Most 
Noble  Order,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Order  draws  up  the  letters,  which 
pasnng  both  under  the  Sovereign's  sign  manual  and  the  agnet  of  the 
Order,  are  sent  to  the  person  elected,  by  Garter  Principal  King  sf 
Arms^  and  are  to  this  effect : 

**  We,  with  the  Companions  of  our  Most  Noble  Order  of  the  Gar- 
-  **  ter,  assembled  in  Chapter  holden  this  present  day,  at  our  Castle  of 
^  Windsor,  considering  the  virtuous  fidelity  you  have  shown,  and  the 
^  honourable  exploits  you  have  done  in  our  service,  by  vindicating 
^  and  maintaining  our  just  rights,  i3*c.  have  elected  and  chosen  you 
''  one  of  the  Companions  of  the  Order  :  Therefore,  we  require  you 
**  to  make  your  speedy  repair  to  us,  to  receive  the  ensigns  thereof, 
*^  and  be  ready  for  your  installation,  upon  the  day  of  this 

"  present  month,"  i)V. 

When  a  Knight- Elect  is  investing  with  the  Garter,  the  following 
injunction  is  pronounced  :  **  To  the  honour  of  God  Omnipotent,  and 
**  in  memorial  of  the  blessed  martyr  St  George,  tie  about  thy  leg,  for 
**  thy  renown,  this  noble  Garter  ;  wear  it  as  the  symbol  of  this  Most 
"  Illustrious  Order,  never  to  be  forgotten  or  laid  aside,  that  thereby 
*'  thou  mayest  be  admonished  to  be  courageous  5  and  ha^nng  under- 
*'  taken  a  just  war,  in  which  thou  sh^ilt  be  engaged,  thou  mayest 
"  stand  firm,  valiantly  fight,  and  successfully  conquer.'' 

As  soon  as  the  Garter  is  buckled  on,  and  the  admonition  pronounc- 
ed, the  Knight  is  brought  before  the  Sovereign,  who  puts  about  him 
a  sky-coloured  ribband,  whcrcunto  is  appendant  (nrought  in  gold,  en- 
circled with  the  Garter)  the  image  of  St  George  on  horseback,  en- 
countering the  dragon  j  and  the  following  admonition  is'  pronounced  : 
**  Wear  this  ribband,  adorned  with  the  image  of  that  blessed  martyr 
"  and  soldier  of  Christ,  St  George,  by  uhose  l.Tiitation  provoked, 
"  thou  mayest  so  overpass  both  prosperous  and  adverse  adventures, 
"  that  having  stoutly  vanquished  thy  enenii.-;,  both  of  body  and  soul, 
"  thou  mayest  not  only  receive  the  praise  of  the  transient  combat,  but 
**  be  crowned  with  tlie  palm  of  eternal  victory." 

We  shall  now  give  a  description  of  the  dress  and  instalment  of  a 
Knight  of  this  Order. —  The  stockings  and    breeches  (being  of  one 
piece)  are  of  pearl -coloured  silk,  and  called />j»/fl/orC7Arj-.

(having  a  bine  riDoana  spicao  over  nis  left  shoulder,  and  broogt^ 
jindcr  the  left  arm,  with  the  George  appendarl  thereto}  be  proceeds 
from  his  lodgings  in  the  Castle,  to  the  Chapter-house,  where,  tllstob- 
ing  himself  of  his  upper  garment,  he  is  invested  vrith  a  sarcoal  of 
crimson  velvet,  lined  nith  while  taSety,  during  nhich,  the  loUoiniig 
admonition  is  administered  to  him  :  "  Take  this  robe  of  crimson,  to 
♦'  the  increase  of  your  honour,  and  in  token  or  sign  of  the  Most 
"  Noble  Older  you  liave  received,  ivhetewith  you  beirig  defendedf 
"  may  be  bold,  not  only  strong  to  fight,  but  also  to  offer  youriclf  ts 
*'  shed  your  blood  for  Christ's  (aith,  the  liberties  of  the  Cbutcb,  and 
"  the  Just  and  necessary  defence  of  them  that  are  oppressed  and 
"  needy,"  After  this,  his  sword  is  girt  close  about  him,  over  hjs 
surcoat,  with  a  belt  the  same  as  the  coat,  and  then  bearing  hi^  cap  in 
his  hand,  which  i^  of  black  velvet,  adorned  with  a  pliune  of  white 
feathers,  «ith  a  lemon  sprig  in  the  middle,  he  proceeds  to  his  installa- 
tion in  St  George's  Chapel,  being  conducted  between  two  Knights 
Companions  of  the  Order,  to  the  seat  below  his  stall,  where,  he 
(Garter  King  at  Arms  having,  on  a  crimson  velvet  cushion,  laced  and 
lasselled  with  gold,  brought  live  mantle,  collar,  hood,  and  book  of 
statutes)  laying  his  right  hand  on  the  New  Testament,  tbe  following 

'  oath  is  admiitintcred  to  him  ; 

"  You  being  chnspn  to  be  one  of  this  honourable  company  of  this 
"  Most  Noble  Or<!<i  of  ihc  Garter,  shall  promise  and  s«ear  by  the 
"  Holy  Evangel  i'.t.K,  by  vinihere  touched,  that  wittingly  orwillinglj 
"  you  shall  not  break  a;iy  statute  of  the  said  Order,  or  any  aclicles  in 
"  them  contained,  the  same  being  agreeable,  and  not  repugnant  to 
"  the  laws  of  Almifihty  God,  and  the  laws  of  this  Realm,  as  far  forth 
"  as  to  you  belonfjcth  and  appcrt^iinelh  :  So  help  you  God  and  hii 
"  Holy  Word,"     As  soon  as  he  has  taken  this  oath,  he  is  conducted 
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to  his  stally  and  invested  in  the  following  manner:    The  mantle^ 
which  is  lined  as  the  surcoat,  is  of  sky-coloured  velvet,  adorned  on 
the  left  shoulder  with  St  George^s  cross,  encircled  with  the  Garter, 
wreathed  on  the  edges  with  blue  and  gold  \  and  the  said  mantle  be- 
ing put  on  him  by  the  two  Knights  that  led  him  into  the  choir,  is 
fastened  about  his  neck  with  a  cordon  or  robe-string,  made  of  the 
same  coloured  silk,  and  Venice  gold  twisted,  the  ends  wheteof  are 
made  into  large  knots  or  buttons,  enriched  with  a  caul  and  fringe. 
And  whilst  the  ceremony  of  the  investiture  of  the  mantle  (which  is 
tied  upon  the  right  shoulder)  is  performing,   the  admonition  proper 
thereto  is  pronounced  by  the  Register  :    *'  Receive  this  robe  of  hca- 
**  venly  colour,  the  livery  of  the  Most  Excellent  Order,  in  augmen- 
*'  tation  of  thy  honour,  ennobled  with  the  shield  and  red  cross  of  our 
"  Lordy  by  whose  power  thou  mayest  safely  pierce  troops  of  thy  ene- 
''  miet,and  be  over  them  ever  victorious  ^  and  being,  in  this  tempo- 
-"  ral  warfare,  glorious  in  egregious  and  heroic  actions,  thou  mayest 
^  obtain  eternal  and  triumphant  joy/'     The  hood,  which  is  of  c.rim- 
•on  velvet,  and  lined  with  white  tafFety,   was  formerly  worn  on  the 
head  \  but  the  cap  being  substituted  in  its  place,  it  is  now  fastened  to 
{he  right  shoulder  over  the  mantle,  to  the  tippet  which  comes  athwart 
the  breast,  and  tucks  under  the  girdle.     The  collar,  which  weighs  20 
ounces  Troy,  is  of  pure  gold,  and  was  introduced  by  Kln^  Henry 
VIII.  and  contains  76  garters  enamelled,  and  as  nimy  knots,  alluding 
to  the  Sovereign  of  the  Order,  and  his  25  Knights  Companions^  and, 
with  roses  and  mottos,    are  exactly  formed  and  joined,   whercunto  St 
George  on  horseback,  in  armour,  is  appendant,  encountering  the  dra- 
gon with  a  tilting  spear;  which  medal,  being  of  puie  gold,  i:^  often  en- 
riched with  jewels.    The  collar  is  put  over  the  hood  and  mantle,  and 
fastened  to  the  shoulders  bv  a  Mlver  ribband,    and  an  admonition  ad- 
ministered,  the  same  as  when  invested  with  the  ribband.     When  the 
cap  and  feather  is  put  on  the  Knight's  head,  ).•.'  is  completely  invest- 
ed; and,  after  divine  service,   and  sc\eral  religious  ceremonies,  and 
offerings  at  the  altar,  they,  with  trumpets  mounding,  march  to  dinner 
prepared  for  them  in  St  George's  hall. 

Until  the  reign  of  King  Cliailcs  II.  tlie  ribb;jnd,  with  the  lr^«:cr 
George,  used  to  be  wcirn  round  tlic  nirk,  l)i:t  he  ordorcd  it  in  future 
to  be  worn  from  the  left  shoulder,  coming  under  tlie  ri:;lit  arm.  Aiid 
the  same  Kitig  ordered,  that  the  Sovereign  and  Knights  Companions, 
also  the  P»tlate  r^nd  Ch:inccllor  of  said  Order,  should  at  all  times,  in 
all  places  and  r;Sirrr.br.e^,  v»lun  they  were  not  Hdoincd  with  their 
'obes,  wear,  upcn  xhc  lt!t  iiJc  of  their  c;\il.s,  cloaks,  or  riding  c.tj- 
VOcks,  the  cro-^  or  tr.v  Order,  ti^onijvjssed  v,  ith  tJ:o  Garter,  to  shcv/ 
th«  world  to  v,h'..t  l:v!;;i'.:  of  ho-.our  tLey  i  -re  ariivcd  to,  from  the 
•aid  noble  Order,  i..^tituted  lor  persons  of  the  gicatLbt   worth  aiul

This  Oiilct  was  founded  in  I  jp  by  King  James  V.  who  bein 
noured  wiili  the  Order  of  the  Goiter  from  his  uncle  King  Henry 
K'ith  the  Golden  Fleece  from  tile  Kmperor,  and  the  Order  of  £ 
tliacl  from  France,  resolved  to  be  in  royal  mode,  and  so  mad 
Order  for  himself  and  twelve  Knights,  in  imitation  of  Christ  ai 
twelTC  Aposllcs.  Then  cclcbialing  all  the  festivals  of  these  o 
he  set  up  their  arms  and  badges  over  the  gate  of  hi*  palaec  of  Li 
gow,  joining  St  Andrew  with  them. 

Some  Scotch  writeffs,  ever  fond  of  anti(}tiity,  not  satisiied  ni 
novelty  of  this  institution,  affect  to  call  it  most  ancient  asto  ht 
vation.  But  for  this  they  have  no  better  warrant  than  the  dre 
King  Hungus  the  Pict,  to  whom  St  Andrew  making  amidnighl 
promised  lum  a  sure  victory  over  his  foes  the  Northumbiians  ;  U 
next  daj  St  Andrew's  cross  appearing  in  the  air,  he  made  his 
good,  and  the  Noxthumbrians  were  defeated.  On  this  story,  a 
say, ,  King  Achaius,  about  the  year  Soo,  framed  the  On 
Saint  Andrew,  700  years  before  King  James  V,  revived  it.  Bu 
so  many  ages,  it  is  remarkable  that  no  foreign  testimonies  or  ai 
are  produced,  no  contemporary  vouchers  to  contirra,  or  eyeo  so 
as  mention  it ;  so  that  this  part,  relating  to  its  great  antiquity, 
be  given  up  as  a  fable. 

Immediately  after  King  James  V,  had  founded  and  establiiht 
Order,  he  died  in  1542,  which  put  an  end  to  the  design  foj 
time  ;  fur  it  being  about  the  time  of  the  Reformaiigr.,  ivhen  lei 
disputes  ran  to  a  gce.it  height,  it  wa<:  deemed  impious  to  imitate. 
Order  of  Knighthood,  Christ  and  his  Apostles  ;  nor  was  this  hi 
able  Orriei  thought  of,  till  King  James  VII.  of  Scotland,  and 
ILngland,  reneu-ed  It,  by  making  eight  Knights,  on  the  27th  o: 
1687.  But  the  glorious  Revolution  happening  next  year,  no 
Knights  were  added  till  December  17031  when  her  Afajestj  ( 
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c  was  most  graciously  pleased  to  fill  up  the  vacant  stalls,  agree- 
^^^  ^0  the  original  statutes  of  the  Order|  to  which  she  added  some  new 
^J*es.  In  1714,  King  George  I.  was  pleased  to  confirm  the  statutes 
*^  f^ueen  Anne,  and  several  more,  particularly  that  of  making  rays 
^^  glory  to  surround  the  figure  of  St  Andrew,  which  hangs  at  the 
pollar  J  and  as  elections  and  instalments  were  both. wanting,  his  Ma- 
lesiy  ordered  that  chapters  of  election  should  thenceforth  be  held  in 
^^c  Royal  presence  ^  and  the  great  wardrobe  to  provide  suitable 
Mantles,  and  other  vestment?,  for  the  Knights  and  OlHcers  of  the 
Order. 

"The  ensigns  are,  the  image  of  St  Andrew  in  a  purple  robe,  irradia- 
ted as  before  observed,  and  vested  in  cloth  of  gold,  with  the  white 
Cross  of  martyrdom  on  his  breast,  and  is  pendant  to  the  collar  of  said 
Order,  as  worn  by  the  Knights  on  their  feast  day,  (being  the  30th  of 
November),  and  other  great  occasions. 

"The  collar  is  made  of  gold,  with  thistles  and  sprigs  of  rue  linked 
together,  enamelled  green,  being  the  two  ancient  symbols  of  the  Scots 
^nd  Picts  'y  the  one  not  to  be  handled  without  being  hurt,  and  the 
Other  an  antidote  against  infection.  Hence  the  motto,  Netno  me  im^ 
Pune  iacestet.  The  arms  of  the  Knights  companions  are  encircled 
with  the  motto. 

The  common  badges  worn  by  the  Knights  are,  a  cross  surmounted 
/by  a  star  of  four  silver  points,  and  over  them  a  green  circle,  and  let- 
tered with  gold,  containing  the  motto  ^  and  in  the  center  is  a  Thistle 
proper ;  the  whole  being  embroidered  on  the  left  breast  \  and  with 
the  collar,  always  worn  with  the  other  ensign,  which  is  a  green  rib- 
band spread  over  the  left  shoulder,  and  brought  under  the  left  arm, 
pendant  to  which  is  the  image  of  St  Andrew,  with  an  oval  of  gold, 
enamelled  ^;recn,  with  the  same  motto  \  but  sometimes  they  wear  a 
thistle  crowned,  ei^circlfd  after  the  same  manner. 

King  Janu-s  appointed  the  Knights  to  wear  the  imac;e  of  St  An- 
drew, pendant  to  a  bliie  ribhand  j  which  continued  so  till  Oueen 
Anne  chanj^cd  it  for  that  of  th.e  green,  as  it  is  now  worn.

Tbi  antiquity' of  Knighthood  of  the  Batli  is  supposed  to  have 
been  practised  by  the  ancient  Franks^  the  inhabitants  of  Lower  Ger- 
nianjt  with  whom,  it  is  highly  probable,  the  Saxons,  who  invaded 
England^  had  the  same  common  descent,  and  who,  with  othir  cus-. 
tomt,  upon  their  settling  here,  introduced  the  same  method  of  Knight- 
hood. These  ancient  Franks,  when  they  conferred  Knighthood, 
observed^  amongst  other  solemn  rites,  bathing  before  they  per- 
&nned  their  vigils  5  which  rites  continued  to  be  practised  in  Eng- 
land, and  from  thence  were  denominated  Knights  of  the  Bath, 

In  the  reign  of  Henry  IV.  there  was  a  degree  of  Knighthood  spe- 
cified under  the  express  appellation  of  The  Bath,  That  King,  on  the 
day  of  his  coronation  in  the  Tower  of  London,  conferred  the  same 
upon  forty-six  Esquires,  who  had  watched  all  the  night  before,  and 
h^d  bathed  themselves.  From  that  time  it  was  customary  with  our 
Kings  to  confer  this  dignity  preceding  their  coronations,  the  corona- 
tions of  their  Q^ueens,  the  birth  and  marriage  of  the  royal  issue,  and 
thei][  first  advancement  to  honours,  upon  their  designed  expeditions 
•gainst  their  foreign  enemies,  upon  installations  of  Knights  of  the 
Garter,  and  when  some  grand  anniversary  festivals  were  celebrated. 
The  last  Knights  of  the  Bath  so  inade^  was  at  the  coronation  of  King 
'  Charles  IL  in  1661  \  after  which  the  Order  was  neglected,  until  the 
year  1725,  when  King  George  L  was  most  graciously  pleased  to  re- 
rive  it|  and  to  order  a  book  of  statutes  for  the  government  of  the

The  Prebendaries  of  the  Church  of  Westminster,  two  and  two,  in 
white  mantles  lined  with  red,  having  the  badge  of  the  Order  on  their 
f^fat  shoulders. 

The  Pursuivants  of  Arms  in  their  tabarts  y  the  Heralds  in  tarbarts 
and  collars  ;  the  Provincial  Kings  of  Arms  in  tabarts,  collars,  and 
with  their  badges. 

Then  the  Knight-Companions,  all  habited  in  their  mantles  and 
surcoats,  and  each  carrying  in  his  hand  the  white  hat,  adorned  with 
the  plume  of  white  feathers  ^  the  proxies  only  carrying  the  mantles  of 
their  Principals,  upon  their  right  arms,  going  by  pairs,  according  to 
the  following  scheme,  wherein  those  in  the  lowest  stalls  went  fore- 
most.

rying  in  his  right  hand  the  scarlet  rod,  surmounted  with  three  impe* 
rial  crowns^  all  three  carrying  their  redcaps,  or  bonnets,  in  their 
hands. 

John  Anstis,  esq.  Garter  Principal  King  of  Arms;  on  his  right 
hand,  John- Anstis,  junr.  esq.  Genealogist  of  the  Order,  habited  like 
the  other  officers,  and  wearing  the  arms  of  the  Order  pendant  to  a 
gold  chain>  in  the  centre  of  which  was  enamelled  in  cypher,  the  let- 
ter G,  On  his  left  hand.  Grey  Longueville,  esq.  Bath  King  of  Arms, 
in  like  habit,  baving  on  his  breast,  hanging  to  a  gold  chain  about  his 
neck,  the  escutcheon  of  the  arms  of  the  Order,  empaling  those  of  the 
Sovereign,  surmounted  with  three  imperial  crowns,  and  carrying  the 
white  rod  or  sceptre  in  his  right  hand.  The  first  with  his  hat,  and 
the  two  last  with  their  bonnets  in  their  hands. 

The  Right  Reverend  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Rochester,  Dean  of 
Westminster,  and  Dean  of  the  Order,  in  his  mantle  and  surcoat,  like 
to  the  Companions,  and  with  the  badge  of  the  Order  pendant  to  a  red 
ribband,  carrying  the  forms  of  the  oaths  and  admonitions  to  be  given 
to  the  Knights  and  proxies^  fairly  engrossed  upon  vellum. 

The  Great  Master  in  his  full  habit,  with  the  ColJar,  his  Grace 
having  his  hat  on  his  head. 

Sir  Andrew  Fountaine,  proxy  for  Prince  William,  went  covered 
Kith  his  hat  in  the  procession,  having  his  mantle  over  his  right  arm. 

Inthisform  tliey  proceeded  to  the  Chapel  of  King  Henry  VII.  at 
the  east  end  of  Westminster  Abbey.  The  twelve  Alms-men  there 
entered,  two  and  two,  and  coming  to  the  middle  of  the  choir,  did  all 
together  in  a  body  make  their  joint  and  low  levcrer.ces  to  the  altar  j 
and  turning  about,  then  made  their  obeisances  to  the  Sovereign's 
stall  5  and  dividing  themselves,  stood  in  a  row  down  from  the  rails  of 
the  altar. 

The  Messenger  did  the  like. 

The  Esquires  having  made  the  like  reverences,  placed  themselves 
and  stood  before  their  respective  scats,  which  were  underneath  the 
stalls  of  their  respective  Knights. 

The  Prebendaries,  after  making  the  like  reverences,  placed  them- 
selves behind  the  altar,  in  order  to  attend  at  divine  service. 

The  Pursuivants,  Heralds,  and  Provincial  Kin^sof  Arms,  likewise 
Entered,  and  were  permitted  to  stand  before  the  forms,  under  Prince

give  him  any  fatigue,  he  therefore  immediately  ascended  intohiiibill, 
being  invested  in  his  mantle  and  collar,  and  nt  ,dowa  covered. 

Bath  King  of  arms  then  tnade  his  revercncei  in  the  middle  <rf the 
choir,  and  turning  himtelf  to  the  Great  Master,  who  making  lis 
double  reverences  in  the  choir,  took  his  stall,  and.thcie  repcatM  hit 
obeistnccs,  and  sat  downj  covered  with  his  white  hat. 

Then  the  prox^  of  the  Duke  of  Richmond  ascended  into  the  stall  of 
liis  Principal,  in  like  manner,  and  stood  there  uncovered,  holding  his 
mantle  upon  his  right  aim. 

llien  Bath  turned  himself  to  the  two  Knights  in  the  next  stalls, 
who,  at  the  same  instant,  made  the  like  obeisances  below,  and  re- 
peated them  in  their  stalls,  and  sat  down  uncovered.

This  being  done,  the  Esquires  in  a  bodj  made  their  obeisances, 
«nd  retired  to  their  seats.  After  them  the  officers. of  Arms,  and  the 
^"■cera  afthe  Order,  placed  themselves  on  their  form,  after  the  like 
cerewoBiea.  The  Provincial  Kings  of  Arms,  and  the  Heralds,  ac- 
cording to  a  rei^uest  made  to  the  Great  M^er,  were  allowed  to  ait 
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n  benches  in  this  present  ceremonj,  placed  at  the  feet  of  Prince 
¥illiam*s  stall,  the  Pursuivants  standing  before  them. 

fiath  and  the  Gentleman- Usher  forthmth  arose,  made  their  reve- 
ences  In  the  middle  of  the  choir  \  and  being  followed  by  the  Dean> 
Q  like  manner,  proceeded  towards  the  stall  of  the  Great  Master,  who. 
Baking  his  obeisances  in  the  middle  of  the  choir,  proceeded  to  instal 
the  Knights,  in  the  following  manner  : 

The  Great  Master  entered  into  the  stall  of  the  Knight  next  in 
Ught  to  his  own,  and  having  there  given  the  proxy  of  the  Duke  of 
Udimond  the  transcript  of  the  statutes,  attested  under  the  seal  of  the 
Order,  the  Dean  administered  unto  him  the  oath  in  the  name  of  his 
prmcipal,  Bath  holding  the  Book  of  the  Gospels,  and  the  Great  Mas- 
ter then  seated  the  proxy  down  in  his  stall,  who  rising,  made  his 
<iouble  reverences,  and  continued  standing,  holding  his  mantle. 

The  Great  Master,  with  the  like  attendance,  having  made  his  dou- 
Ue  obeisance  in  the  middle  of  the  choir,  then  repaired  to  the  stall  of 
the  Duke  of  Manchester,  delivering  to  him  a  copy  of  the  statutes  ; 
>nd  the  Dean  having  administered  the  oath,  which  was  as  follows  : 
^  You  shall  honour  God  above  all  things ;  y6u  shall  be  stedfast  in 
*'  the  £EUth  of  Christ  5  you  shall  love  the  King,  your  Sovereign  Lord,

^h  then  delivered  the  Collar  of  the  Order  to  the  Great  Master, 
who  put  it  about  the  neck  of  the  Duke  of  Manchester,  and  placing 
the  white  hat  on  his  head,  seated  him  down  in  his  stall,  who,  rising, 
Qude  his  double  obeisances,  and  the  Great  Master  having  embraced 
ind  congratulated  him,  he  then  sat  down  in  his  stall,  covered  with 
the  white  hat,  adorned  with  a  plume  of  white  feathers. 

The  Great  Master  having  performed  the  like  ceremonies  to  all  the 
other  Knights  and  proxies,  returned  to  his  stall,  the  Dean  to  his  chair, 
and  Bath  and  the  Gentleman- Usher  to  their  benches  \  divine  service 
then  began,  during  which  time  the  Knights  did  place  their  hats  on  the 
coihions  laid  before  them. 

Upon  the  first-  sentence  of  the  offertory,  Let  your  light  so  shirts^ 
Sic.  the  music  playing,  Bath  stepped  from  his  bench,  made  his  double 
neverences  in  the  middle  of  the  choir,  and  coming  before  the  stall  of 
he  junior  Knight,  bowed  to  him,  and  immediately  turned  himself  to^ 
he  opposite  side,  bowing  to  the  Knight  in  that  stall,  who  arose,  and 
naking  their  double  obeisances,  both  at  one  time  in  their  stalls^  des- 
xnded  into  the  middle  of  the  choir,  where  they  repeated  the  same, 
ind  retired  under  their  banners.  Bath  ^then,  in  like  .manner,  sum- 
moned 
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moned  the  Kniirhts  in  the  next  stalls,  so  throughout  the  whole  coun^ 
of  the  stalls,  summoning  them  hy  pairs,  aod  the  proxy  of  the  Duke  of 
Richmond  single,  tlien  the  Great  Master^  and  then  Prince  Williai^ 
alone,  who  all  of  them,  ufier  the  obeisances,  plaqed  themselvef  und&s 
their  banners. 

£3th  returned  to  his  bench,  and  the  Provincial  Kings  of  Anns, 
making  tach*   r^-verf^nces,  \viilted  upon  Prince  William^  who,  upon 
his   going   from    under  his   banner,    m^de  his  double    obeisances  ; 
and  beiri'r  thui  preceded,    made    his  double  obeisances    near  the 
rails  of  the  nlt^r,  and  at  the  r.iils,  to  the  altar  only,  where,  kneeling

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ibrmed  tlieir  double  obeisance  in  the  Chapel.  And  this  procession 
tvasmade  in  the  same  form  back  to  the  Chapel-room,  as  in  the  first 
procession  to  the  Chapel,  except  in  the  following  particulars  ;  that, 
at  the  outside  of  the  west  door  of  the  Abbey,  the  Sovereign's  master- 
cook,  having  a  linen  apron,  and  a  chopping  knife  in  his  hand,  severally 
said  to  each  Companion,  **  Sir,  you  know  what  great  oath  you  have 
'*  taken,  which  if  you  keep,  it  will  be  great  honour  to  you  j  but  if 
"  you  break  it,  I  shall  be  compelled,  by  my  office,  to  backoff  ^our 
"  spurs  from  your  heels."  And  the  Prebendaries  had  leave  to  retire 
to  the  Jerusalem  Chamber,  from  the  west  end  of  the  Abbey  Church  5 
the  Esquires,  ofRcers  of  Arms,  and  of  the  Order,  after  they  came  out 
of  the  church,  were  allowed  to  be  covered,  and  at  the  door  of  the 
Chapter-room,  Bath  King  of  Arms  took  the  mantles  from  the  prox- 
ies. 

Dinner  being  ready,  the  Great  Master  being  preceded  by  the  otH- 
cers  of  the  Order,  and  Garter  King  of  Arms,  came  into  the  Court  of 
Requests,  proceeded  down  to  the  lower  end  thereof,  and  entered  into 
the  way  at  the  farther  side  of  the  table,  and  came  up  to  the  top  of  it, 
being  followed  by  all  the  Knights  in  course,  according  to  the  height 
of  their  stalls  j  and  when  grace  had  been  saidy  they  all  sat  down  in 
that  order,  in  the  same  row,  upon  one  side  of  the  table,  each  of  them 
having  an  escutcheon  of  his  arms  and  titles  fixed  to  the  wall  over  his 
'seat ;  the  Dean  was  placed  next  to  the  junior  Knight,  and  the  prox- 
ies ot  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  and  the  Lord  Glenorchy,  sat  uncover- 
ed at  the  bottom  of  the  table. 

The  olFicers  of  the  Order,  covered  with  their  bonnets,  sat  at  a 
table  placed  opposite  to  the  Knights  table,  towards  the  lower  end  of 
the  room  ^  the  oilicers  of  Arms  dined  at  a  table  in  the  passage  from 
the  House  of  Lords  to  the  House  of  Commons  ^  and  the  Prebendaries 
in  the  Jerusalem  Chamber. 

The  Esquires  having  for  some  time  attended  behind  their  respective 
Knights,  had  leave  given  ihcmio  retire  to  their  dinner  iii  the  Painted 
Chamber,  who  went  thither  in  their  courses,  where  they  dined. 

At  the  second  course,  Bath  King  of  Arms  arose,  and  the  music 
ceasing,  made  his  reverence  in  the  middle  of  the  room,  and  there, 
according  to  the  ctunmand  given  him,  proclaimed  the  style  of  Prrnre 
William,  the  Fir>t  and  Principil  Companion  of  this  Most  Honour- 
able Order,  who- is  always  to  be  placed  next  the  Sovereign  ;  and  then 
coming  up  near  to  the  Great  Master,  who  stood  up  uncovered,  while 
Bath  pcoclaimed  his  stvles,  aud,  the  Great  Master  then  sitting  down, 
the  style  of  each  Companion  present,  in  the  like  manner,  was  respec- 
tively proclaimed,  at  which  some  Heralds  and  Pursuivants  assisted. 

The  whole  ceremony  was  performed  with  great  regularity,  magni- 
ficence, and  splendour.

TheDeah  of  St  Patrick  was  then  introduced,  towhom  tfct'CMlfaof 
Kegtsier  was  adniniMered  by  the  ChaDceltor,'btHl  faeiras UtSUtudin 
like  manner  by  his  Excellency,  who  delivered  to  him  the  Statutesand 
the  register  of  the  Order.  Lord  Delvin  was  next  introduced  ;  and

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Prince  Edward.  His  Excellency  then  directed,  that  his  Grace  the 
Duke  of  Leinster  should  be  called  in  ^  aod  as  by  the  statutes  ct  the 
Order,  none  but  a  Knight  can  be  elected  or  invested,  his  Grace  being 
introduced  by  the  Usher  and  King  at  Arms,  was  knighted  by  his 
£zccllenc7  with  the  sword  of  state,  and  immediatelv  delivered  to 
the  Genealogist  the  proofs  of  blood  required  by  the  statutes ;  yrhere- 
upon  the  oaths  were  administered  by  the  Chancellor,  and  his  Grace 
kjiceling,  was  invested  by  the  Grand  Master  ivith  the  ribbon  and 
badge.  His  Grace  then  joined  the  procession,  to  introduce  the  £arl 
of  Clanrickarde,  who  being  sworn,  was  invested  in  like  manner,  and 
both  Knights  joined  the  procession,  to  bring  in  the  Earl  of  West- 
neatfa  ;  after  which  the  two  junior  Knights  performed  this  duty,  emd 
aif  senior  Knight  took  his  seat  as  Companion  of  the  Order.  The 
£llrb  of  Inchiqoin,  Drogheda,  Tyrone,  Shannon,  Clanbrsssil,  Mor- 
Slrigton,  Courtown,  Charlemont  and  fiective«  being  severally  intro- 
dticed  by  the  two  junior  Knights,  were  each  of  them  sworn  by  the 
CSl^ncellor,  and  invested  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  took  their  seats 
as  Knights-Companions. 

The  ceremony  of  investiture  being  ended,  his  Majest}^s  pleasure 
was  declared  and  registered,  for  appointing  his  Grace  the  Loid  Arch- 
IJishop  of  Armagh,  riimate  and  Metropolitan  of  all  Ireland,  to  be 
the  Prelate  of  the  said  most  illustrious  Order. 

A  procession  was  then  made  from  St  PatrickN  Hall  to  the  Presence- 
chamber,  where  the  Lord  Lieutenant  receivc^d  the  compliments  of  the 
Knights  of  the  Order,  and  of  a  numerous  assembly  of  the  nobility  and 
gentry,  who  testified  their  satisfaction  on  this  distiuguibihtd  ni-drk  uf 
royal  favour  to  this  kingdom. 

St  Patrick's  Hall  was  elegantly  fitted  up  for  the  occasion,  and  the 
galleries  belonging  to  it  were  crowded  with  ladies  of  the  first  rank 
and  fashion  >  and  the  \ihole  ceremony  was  conducted  with  the  utmost 
propriety,  and  with  the  most  splendid  maguiticencc.

This  was  erected  into  a  Government  in  9763  ^  and  by  the-Royal 
^  Proclamation^  dated  October  7th  that  year,ftiva8dec]afeil«  Govern- 
ment. General,  and  called  the  Govehment  of  Grenada,  consisting' of 
the  islands  ceded  by  France,  namely,  Grenada,  the  Grenadines,  Do- 
minica, St  Vincent,  and  Tobago  -y  but  the  letters-patent  constituting 
that  Government,  and  Robert  Melvill>  esq.  Govemor-in-Chief 
thereof,  having  been  interrupted  fro;n  passing- the  gteit  aeal,  by  the 
trial  of  the  claim  of  the  Earl  of  Cardigan,  (now  Duke  of  Montague), 
for  the  property  of  St  Vincent,  before  the  Privy  Council,  it  was  the 
9th  of  April  1764  before  they  were  sealed,  altbongh  the  King*s  -in- 
structions to  the  Governor  were  dated  in  December  1763* 


Dominica  was  separated  from  the  general  government  in  1770,  as 
was  St  Vincent  in  1776  ^  and  France  retaine^l  possession  of. Tobago  in 
virtue  of  its  cession  by  the  peace  of  Versailles  in  1783* 

In  1783,  the  Government  of  Grenada  was  restricted  to  the  islands 
of  Grenada  and  C^iacou,  and  all  the  Grenadines  to  the  southwrnrd  of 
^'  Cuiacou.

The  Great  Wardrobe. 


The  Master  or  Keeper  of  tl^e  Great  Wardrobe  was  an  officer  of  great 
antiqnitj  and  dignity.  I£gh  privileges  and  immunities  were  confer- 
red on  him  by  King  Heiuy  VI.  which  were  confirmed,  by  his  succes- 
SOTS  5  and  King  James  I.'  not  only  enkvged  them,  bUt  ordmed  that 
this  office  should  be  a  corporation  or  body  politic  for  ever. 

It  was  the  duty  of  this  office  to  provide  robes  for  the  coronations,* 
snarriageSy  iM>d  funerals  of  the  Royal  Family  \  to  furnish  the  Court 
with  hangiogSi  cloths  of  state,  carpets,  beds,  and  other  necessaries  > 
to  furnish  houses  for  Ambassadors  at  their  first  arrival  j^  cloths  of 
state^  and  other  furniture,  for  the  Lord  Lieutenant  pf  Ireland,  and  all 
his  Majesty^s  Ambassadors  abroad  ^  to  provide  all  robes  for  foreign 
Knights  of  the  Garter,  robes  for  the  Knights  of  the  Garter  at  home  \ 
robes  and  all  other  furniture  for  the  Officers  df  the  Garter  ^  coats  for 
Kings,  Heralds,  and  Pursuivants  at  Arms  y  robes  for  the  IfOrds  of 
the  Treasury,  and  Chancellorof  the  Kzchequer,  &c.  livery  for  the 
Lord  Chamberlain,  Grooms  of  his  Majesty's  Privy-ChambiBf ,  Offi- 
cers of  his  Majesty's  Robes }  for  the  two  Chief  Justices^  for  all  the 
Sarons  of  the  Exchequer,  and  seveivl  officers  of  these  courts ;  all  li- 
veries for  his  Majesty's  servants,  as  yeomen  of  the  guard,  and  war- 
dens of  the  tower,  trumpeters,  kettle-drummers,  drummers,  and 
fifes  \  the  messengers,  and  all  belonging  to  the  slables;  av  c'oachuiai, 
footmen,  littermen,  postilions,  and  gnxnbs,  &c.  all  the  King's 
coaches,  chariots,  harnesses,  saddles,-  bits,  bridles,  &c«  die  King's 
watermen,  game-keepers,  &c.  also  furniture  for  the  royal  yatchts, 
^nd  all  rich  embroidered  til^  and  other  furniture  for  the  barges.     . 

Besides  the  Master  or  Keeper  of  the  Wardrobe,  who  had  a  salary  of 
L.2000,  there  ,was  hi&  deputy,  who  had  L.i  co,  and  comptroller  and 
a  patent  clerk,  each  of  whom  has  a  salary  ot  L.joo.  Berides  many 
other  inferior  officers  and  servants^  who  were  all  sworn  servants  to  the 
King. 

There  was  likewise  a  removing  Wardrobe,  which  had  its  own  set 
of  officers,  and  standing  Wardrobe-keepers  at .  St  James's,  Windsor 
Castle,  Hampton  Courts  Kensington,  and  Somerset  House  j  but  the 
whole  of  the  Wardrobe  establishment  was  abolished  by  act  of  Parlia- 
ment in  1782^  and  the  duty  of  it  in  future  to  be  done  by  the  Lord 
Chamberlain.  '
